have little regard for the safety of their employes and 


where municipal regulations for safety are either very | 


inadequate or so carelessly enforced as to be of little 
value. 

In the New York crash the jury indicted the masonry 
contractor and the architect of the ill-fated building and 
four employes of the Bronx bureau of buildings charged 
with responsibility of preventing such disasters. 

District Attorney Samuel J. Foley, who instituted the 
jury proceedings, used strong terms in condemning the 
construction methods that cost the lives of eighteen build- 
ing trades workers. After a thorough survey of the col- 
lapsed building, he said: 

“A few days ago | took a piece of the mortar in my 
hands. It crumbled like dust. | got the impression it had 
too much sand to be an effective binding agent. This 
impression was borne out by chemical analysis. The 
mortar had a disproportionate amount of sand. 

‘T also found steel beams that had holes in them, and 
some of us believe that the steel specified was not used 
everywhere it was called for.” 

Summing up his investigation, Mr. Foley declared: 

‘This building was so defective in design that even if 
100. per cent workmonship and maternals had been put 
into it, the building had to fall.” 

Mr. Foley’s conclusions incriminate the architect, the 
contractor the municipal building inspectors whose 
sworn duty it rd the public interest in every ele- 
ment entering into the construction of buildings.

The New York tragedy was appalling. The workers 
were putting the finishing touches on the structure. The 


crash came with a terrific burst of sound, catapulting 
men, mortar, tools and steel downward in a tangled mass 
of debris. Police and firemen worked for hours digging 
out the dozen or so men who could be saved. It required 
many days to find the crushed bodies of the others, and 
when the wreckage was finally cleared away the death 
toll numbered eighteen. 

When negligence may result in such terrible conse- 
quences as those connected with the New York city dis- 
aster, criminal prosecutions are undoubtedly for the de- 
fense of the community. But in the last analysis adequate 
building codes and 100 per cent enforcement of their pro- 
visions by administrations conscious of their duty not 
only provide safety for the construction workers, but for 
the occupants of buildings following their completion, 
are the vital agencies which must be invoked to prevent 
the needless slaughter of human beings in tragedies simi- 
lar to the crash of the New York apartment house. 


NEEDLESS SUITS AGAINST HOLDING ACT 


A favorite method adopted by the power interests to 
hamstring the government in the enforcement of the 
public holding company act of 1935 has been to start a 
multiplicity of suits allegedly designed to test the con- 
stitutionality of the act when one suit would accomplish 
the same purpose. More than forty such suits were brought 
in twelve federal courts during November and December, 
1935, just as the act was to go into effect. 

The department of justice is required to take due 
notice of every suit and defend the law. It was charged in 
various quarters when the suits were filed that the object 
was to harass the government, especially in view of the 
fact that one suit broad enough to cover all the constitu- 
tional questions involved would answer every legitimate 
purpose sought by the power companies. 

The department of justice took the position that every 
disputed question was contained in the suit which it 
brought against the Electric Bond and Share company. 
The department therefore asked the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia to stay its proceedings in cases 
brought by seven power companies pending the decision 
in the Electric Bond and Share case. The court granted 
the stay, but the companies concerned appealed the de- 
cision to the United States court of appeals for the District 
of Columbia, which decided that the lower court had ex- 
ceeded it authority. Under this decision the government 
would be compelled to appear in defense of all the cases.

President Roosevelt ordered the 
federal income tax returns of 230 
private detective agencies and cor-

Strikers is contained in the decision 


of the national labor relations 
board finding the Alaska Juneau 


Gold Mining company guilty of un- 
fair labor practices prohibited by 
the labor relations act. Specifically, 
the board held that the company 
had interfered with the affairs of 


the, International Union of Mine, 
Mi, and Smelter Workers, pro- 
moted the company - dominated 


Juneau mine workers’ association, 
and resorted to the discriminatory 
discharge of more than 100 miners. 

In its decision the board held that | 
a strike to secure the closed shop 
is not illegal, and is protected by 
the provisions of the Wagner act. 

Expressed in tonnage, the Alaska 
company is the largest gold min- 
ing enterprise in the United States. 
It is a $15,000,000 corporation and 
has paid $6,000,000 in dividends 
since 1931. 

The case came before the board 
on complaint of Local No. 203 of 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers’ Union, which called a strike 
of the company’s employes in May, 
1935. The strike is still technically 
in progress, although the compa 
reopened the mine in July, 1935, 
under police protection, with some 
of the strikers returning to work 

Company Union Banned 

The board ordered the company | 
to “end coercion” of its employes | 
in regard to union affiliation, with- 
draw recognition and _ financial 
support from the Juneau mine 
workers’ association, which the 
b@ard described as a “company- 
dominated” labor organization, re- | 
instated with back pay 29 miners | 
who struck and were later refused | 
employment, and place in their | 
former positions or on a list to he | 
offered employment when their 
labor is needed snearly 100 others 
who were refused employment 
after the 1935 strike. 

Police Aid Strike Breakers 

In reciting the history of 
strike the board said that in the 
spring of 1934, negotiations with 
the union resuited in a reduction

In answer to this contention the 
board's decision point out that a 
strike for a closed shop is not | 
illegal, and that employes striking 
for such an end are as fully en- 
titled to the benefits of the labor 
relations act as are all other 
striking employes. Evidence at 
the hearing refuted the company 


assertion that the strike was called 
without proper authority, since it 
was shown that the union had 
tormally voted to delegate to its 
board of trustees the power to 
call a strike. 

City Attorney Aids Company 

he decision recounts how, atter 
the entire working force of 887 
miners went out on strike in May 
a vear ago, the company fos- 
tered a back-to-work movement, 
yet only offered re-employment to | 
tnose who would apply individu- 
Aly. The city attorney of Juneau, 
H. L. Faulkner, according to evi- 
dence at the hearing, assisted the 
back-to-work movement, brought 
the full weight of the local au- 
thorities on the side of those seek- 
ing to break the strike, and 
drafted a police protection resolu- 
tion making it unlawful for any- 
one to interfere with men desir- 
ing to register for work “by shout- | 
ing, cheering, intimidation, insult 
or for more than five men to as- 
semble in one place.” Faulkner 
did not act in his capacity as city 
attorney. He acted as_ attorney 
for the company in at least one 
business matter. 
Complicity Laid to Juneau Officials 

Evidence was presented at the 
hearing showing the complicity of 
Juneau officials and = citizens in 
attempts to break the strike. Bal- 
loting held on June 13 in the city 
hall to vote on the question of a 
return to work was conducted at 
city expense and with Mayor Gold- 
stein appointing the judges. It 
was shown that City Attorney 
Faulkner interested himself in the 
formation of the Juneau mine 
workers’ association, whose activ- 
ities the mining company sup- 
parted. On June 24, an escort of 
BR Juneau police was provided on 
march to the stration oitice. 
When the line of march met the 
strikers’ picket lines there was a 
riot; several union men were in- 
dicted and later freed after a trial 
by jury. It was shown that Faulk- 
ner wrote an anonymous _ letter 
published in the Alaska 
attacking the jury’s decision.

WILL BE REGISTERED 
FOR OLD-AGE ANNUITY 


Elaborate and efficient plans are 


being formulated by the social se 
curity board for the registration 
of from 26,000,000 to 30,000,000 in- 
dividuals whom it is estimated will 
|come under the provisions of the 
|old-age retirement section of the 
social security act, which com- 
mences to function for both taxa- 
tion and benefits on January 1, 
1937. The board disclosed that the 
nation-wide census of eligibles 
would get into operation next No- 
vember 

The benefit account for each in- 
dividual will carry a number, se 
curity board officials said, just as 
bank accounts are numbered 
“The object of this number,” it 
was explained, “is the prevention 
of errors which might occur 
through the exact duplication § of 
names, since there are many per 
sons of the same name. The pre 
liminary procedure. therefore, is 
only a matter of identification of 
individuals. It has no connection 
|} With taxes payable by employes 
land is not designed for tax pur- 
poses.” 

Although annuities will not be 

n to be paid out until 1942, the 
}social security board calculates 
that the payment of 300,000 lump 
sum death benefits will be made

Wagner Act Upheld 
By Federal Court 


Three U. S. Judes 3 in N. Y. 
Rule Labor Relations | 


Law Constitutional 


In an outstanding decision | 
the United States circuit | 
court of appeals for the sec: | 
ond circuit upheld the con- | 
stitutional validity of the 


national labor relations act, the | 
three judges unanimously ruling | 
that congress had not exceeded its 


powers in enacting the law. 

Six cases involving alleged un- | 
fair labor practices prescribed by 
the labor relations act were before 
the court on appeals from ruling 
of the national labor relations 
board, whose actions had been chal- 
lenged by employers as unlawful 
on the ground that the act vio- 
lated the constitution of the United 
States. In five of the cases the ap- 
peals court ruled in favor of the | 
labor relations board, and decided 
against the board in only one case. | 

Associated Press Loses 

The most important case was be- 
fore the court on an application by 
the labor relations board for an 
order enforcing the board’s ruling 
requiring the Associated Press to 
reinstate Morvis Watson, a former | 
employe of the Associated Press, | 
whom the labor board found had | 
been discharged because ot his

The decision of the labor board 
followed a hearing held before

The opinion upholding the action | 
of the labor board and sustaining 
the constitutionality of the labor 
act was written by Judge Martin 
T. Manton and concurred in by 
Judge Thomas W. Swan and Judge 
Augustus N. Hand. 

After stating the 
agreed the Associated 
engaged in interstate 
the decision continued: 

Right to Organize Affirmed 

“This act does not hamper the 
legitimate rights of the employer 
who may discharge his employes 
for inefficiency or any other cause 
agreeable to him, provided he does 
not use the power to discharge as 
a weapon for interfering with the 
right of employes to organize and 
bargain collectively. 

“The employer retains full con- 
trol and can bargain with his em- 
ployes over the wage he shall pay 
and the working conditions he shall 
furnish. He remains the master 
of the operation of his business. 

“Industrial disputes in an indus- 
try or business engaged in inter- 
state commerce may, and_ fre- 
quently do, burden and interrupt 
the flow of such commerce,” the 
opinion continued. “Congress rec- 
ognized this in the act.” 
Injunctions Against Board Refused 

The four other cases decided by 
the circuit court in favor of the 
labor board were appeals from de- 
cisions of the district court which 
refused to grant injunctions re- 
straining the board from acting on

In each instance the circuit court 
affirmed the refusal of the lower 
court to grant an injunction. The 
appellants who thus lost their fight 
against the constitutionality of the 
labor act were the Alexander 
Smith & Sons Carpet company of 
Yonkers, FE.

& company, the du Pont Rayon 
company and the Precision Casting | 
company. 

Rules on Interstate Commerce 

In the case of the Friedman- 
Harry Marks Clothing company 
the appeals court ruled against the 
action of the labor board on the 
ground that the company was not 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
The labor board asked for an order 
enforcing its command for the re- 
instatement of 18 employes who 
were allegedly dismissed for aflil- 
iation with the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America. In 
its decision refusing to give the en- 
forcement order the court said:
